the  se\'enth   L;'eneration,  with  brief  ljioy;rai)hical   notes.

'^     dim,  till!,  an  enclosed  camp  or  foilified  'place.  ■■     The  com|iound, 

thcrefoi-e,  means  "the   hill-fort,"   and  was,  at  fii'st,  a  local   name  ap-jdied 

to   the   site   ot   a   fortifietl   cam]),  or  cither  defensive   woi'k.

other  in  I'erkshire,  \'et  luwe  the  name,  l)ut  in  both  insLiucLS  corru[)kil' 
to    Ih'illlf^tOll. 

Across  the  Channel,  in  X<.>i-mam!_\-,  where,  as  in  l-",n;_;land,  man\-  Celtic 
names  ^ur\i\ed  the  iii^rtheiai  iinaslon,  llaae  \\a^,  in  \er\-  earK'  tinv's,  a 
tlomaiii  named  Bricuton,  o\\  the  ri^^dit  banh'  of  the  .S<dne,  not  fu'  iVom 
Corcelles,  It  ;4ave  its  name  to  a  fmiily  of  Xorman  nobles,  of  whom  w  c 
liear  as  fu'  back  as  the  first  Crusade  (lO(jf>'!,  and  members  of  which 
became  of  consideralde'  note  in  later  da)'s.  J]ut  thev'  were  not  connected 
^^'ith  the  Jha'nton   funiK'  in  luiijland.t

^^*^in^  I'jii^-lish  family  of  I'kixtoxs,  fi-om  whom  tliosc  in  America 
^^U'^'  (Icnvc  descent,  took  their  name  h-om  the  parisli  of  HkiMTdX,  now 
]?rimpton,  in  southern  Ivjrkshire,  a  fertile  tract  of  aljout  fifteen 
hunch\.'(.l  acres,  in  the  an^le  formed  by  the  confluence  of  the  little  rivers 
Auburn   and   Jvennett. 

In  the  "  Domesdax'  Ivxjk,"  the  earliest  record  of  I'jielish  landholders, 
compiK;d  by  command  of  William  the  Con(|ueroi-,  10S0-10H6,  this  [\ai-ish 
is  set  down  as  held  in  part  by  Robert  kdt/  Clei-old,  and  in  jjart  b\-  Ralph 
de  Mortemer,  both  of  them  [vtwerhil  Noi'man  bai-ons,  the  latter  a  bh'od 
relation  of  William  the  Con(|ueror,  and  descril)ed  by  an  old  au.thor  as 
"one  of  the  chiefest  Conmi.andcrs  in  his  whole  i\rmy,  and  the  most 
puissant  of  his  Ca[^tains."*  Me  lield  nearl\'  a  hundred  lordsh'ps,  fi\e 
of  them  in  lu'rh-shirc.  As  was  the  custom  at  the  C'on(iuest,  he  k't  thrse 
to  liis  liuMids  and  lollowei's  on  feudal  tenures,  by  which  the  holder  was 
hound  to  militai-y  ser\'ice  undei-  specified  conditions.  That  portion  of 
the  parish  of  Jhaxi'Ox  wdiich  he  ])ossessetl,  he  let,  in  this  manner,  to  one 
of  his  lollowei-s,  \\-ho  took  h'om  it  his  second  name,  and  called  himself 
'' de  J^rin/nu,"  si;j;nif\a'n^L;-  of  (w  _/';■(> i;i  JhxiN'iox.  The  fu'st  so  named,  of 
whom  we  possess  an_\'  tlefniite  account,  is 

IxObci't  i)c  rivinton,  o\'  Ih-inton,  !u'rks,and  of  LoUL^fbrd,  Shropshire,  who

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lived  about  1150.  The  former  manor  he  held  under  tlie  then  I'larl 
Mortimer;  but  the  latter  he  held  direct  from  the  Kin--,  as  "tenant-in- 
chief;"    and  he  had  become  possessed  of  it  in  this  wise: — 

When  HuL^o  de  Belesme,  Earl  of  Shropshire,  made  his  ineffectual 
attempt  at  rebellion,  in  i  102,  his  land  and  that  of  his  associates  was 
confiscated  to  the  crown,  and  L;iven  by  the  kin;^^  to  his  favorites,  on  the 
feudal  teinnx'  called  "in  chief,"  ///  capitc. 

Such  "tenants-in-chief"  were  divided  int(.)  three  classes,  those  holdin-j; 
b\'  "  h(>m;i!_;-e  ancestral,"  those  b)-  "  i^rand  serjeantry,"  which  implied  tlv/ 
performance  of  pej'sonal  service,  and  those  1)}'  "  [)jtty  serjeantry,"  which 
was  the  yearly  payment  of  some  implement  of  war  to  the  k-ini;".'^  I'ntil 
after  the  battle  of  I'^-esham,  in  1265,  which  cut  down  the  power  of  the 
nobles,  cwxy  tenant-in-chief  was,  ipso  fncto,  a  baron,  of  the  realm,  and 
a' member  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  khvj^,  nor  had  the  kini;  the  rii^ht 
to  omit  to  summon  him  to  attendi  its  sessions.'!"  On  the  other  hand,  when 
a  tenant-in-chief  died  without  male  issue,  his  ilauc;hters  became  royal 
wards,  ^v'hom  the  kin^^  mi^^dit  L,n\'e,  with  their  estates,  in  marriage  to 
wh(~)m  he  pleased."!". 

Now.  among  those  to  whom  the  lands  kA  Hugo  and  his  associate^ 
were  gi\'e!i,  was  a  certain  Ifamo,  who  recei\'ed,  as  tenant-in-chief,  the 
manor  of  Longford,  oi'  Langf)i"d,  on  the  eastern  border  of  Shrojrshire, 
close  to  tlie  Staffordshire  line. 

Mamo  had  as  wife,  RtJidiiida,  otherwise  called  .SV7;//,  f)r  Basilia  Fitz 
Odo,  a  name  hintini:  at  hi'di  Xormai"!  comiections.      He  died  about  I  160,

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seized  of  this  nuinor  of  Longford,  in  Shropshire,  of  Lacerton,  in  Dorset- 
shire, of  Cluircli-Iviton-cum-Orslow  (Chirche-Eyton-cum-Orselawe),  in 
Staffordshire,  al^out  six  miles  soutlieast  of  Longford,  and  of  Mid-Aston, 
in  (^xfordsliire ;  hotli  these  latter  held  imder  the  luirons  Staffortl.  Me 
had  no  male  issue,  hut  left  three  unmarried  daughters,  J^\'a,  /\gnes  and 
Km  ma,  wlio,  accc^rdingly,  became  i'o\'al  A\'ards.  hanma  was  disposed  of 
by  being  sent  to  the  nunnery  of  Kingston,  Wilts;  Agnes  was,  a])parentl\', 
not  provided  with  a  husband;  while  Kv:i  \v:\s  gix'en  in  marriage  t()  tlie 
above-mentioned  Robert  de  J^rinton,  of  J>erks,  who  thus  f)ecame  tenant- 
in-chief  of  the  Manor  of  Longf  )rd,  in  right  of  Ids  wife. 

For  what  service  King  Henry  ii  cc^mpensated  him  \\-ith  the  hand  :u\d 
lands  of  the  heiress  l.^va,  does  not  appear.  It  was  certainly  not  thi-iaigh 
the  intercession  "f  his  feudal  chief,  Hugh  de  ?il()rtimer;  fa'  that 
turbulent  nc^ble  opposed  the  accessicin  of  King  Henry,  and  had  to  be 
brought  to  obedience  by  the  sword.  Possibl)-  it  was  that  Ivobert  de 
l-)rinton,  in  this  struggle,  sided  with  the  crown,  and  the  l^ing  reward.<:d 
him  f  M'  his  loyalty  by  rendering  him  independent,  and  legall}'  the  ])ecr 
oi'  I'.arl  Hugh  himself 

The  most  in)]ioi-tant  record  preserx'ed  o^  tin's  Rolieil  de  Iha'nton,  is  a 
letter  from  him  contained  in  an  ancient  document  called  "The  ]>lack 
j^ook-  of  the  Exchef[uer,"  compiled  about  the  )'ear  1164.  Li  that  _\'ear 
Henr)'  11  l)etrothed  liis  daughter  Abuid,  or  Mathilda,  then  eight  \-ears  of 
age,  to  the  h>mper<)r  of  German}',  anil  took  adx'antage  of  the  occasion  to 
exercise  his  privilege  of  levying  a  special  tax,  called  a//  aid,  on  all  his 
tenants-in  chief  They  were  summoned  to  show  how  much  land  each 
held  frc^m  the  crown,  and  on  what  terms,  both  at  his  accession  in  1  154, 
and  in  the  time  of  liis  grandfather,  Idenrv  i. 
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The  rcpl)'  wliich  Robert  de  Brinton  sent  was  as  follows,  written  in  the 
usual  law  Latin  of  that  day  : —

To  his  most  dear  liei^e  lord  Henry,  Kin;^of  the  English,  his  liec^'e  man 
Robert  of  Hrinton.  [sends]  L^-reetim.;'  and  loyal  service. 

lo  me,  and  others  \\\\  compeer-^,  it  has  been  notified  by  your  letter, 
that  by  the  loyalty  aiul  lie^e  sei-\-ice  we  owe  to  \-ou,  we  should  intoian 
you  by  our  writiuL;',  witli  seal  attacheti,  how  many  knig"hts'  fees  we  have  of 
the  oIlI  feoffment  of  the  time  of  Kins^;  llenry,  your  irrandfather,  and  how 
nian\'  kniL;-hts'  tees  we  lia\'e  of  the  new  feofl'ment  after  the  time  of  Kini; 
IIenr\-,  }'our  Qrandf tther,  [assessed]  upon  our  demesne.  Therefore  it 
is  that  1  inform  )-ou  that  of  the  old  feoffment  I  have-  no  knic^dit's  fee, 
except  the  fee  of  one,  \vliich  \'ou  gave  me  with  a  certain  gentlewoman, 
by  name  Bam,  who  is  heir  thereof,  by  serx'ice  of  one  knigiit,  the  service' 
to  be  perf  )rmed  at  your  expense. 

Of  the  new  feofTmeiit,  or  [assessed]  upon  my  own  demesne,  1  liave 
no  knight's  fee;  and  I  have  done  liege  service  and  man  service,  both  to 
you  and  to  your  sc^n. 
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In  explanation  of  tlic  terms  here  used,  it  may  be  added  that  a  "knis^dit's 
tee,"  or  the  (Kity  of  furnisliin^^r  to  the  feudal  chief,  when  he  called  for  it, 
the  service  of  one  man-at-arms,  was  required  by  the  Normans  as  the 
rental  of  a  certain  quantity  of  land,  and,  hence,  came  to  mean  that 
quantit}-.  There  is  some  discrepancy  as  to  how  much  this  was,  but  <.)ne 
respectable  authority  states  that  in  early  ICnglish  law  a  kni-ht's  fee  was 
composed  of  five  "hides,"  and  each  hide  of  four  "  \'ardlands,"  a  \-ardland 
equal ino-  twenty-four  modern  acres.  Therefore,  a  knij^-ht's  fee  would 
ha\'e  been  four  hundred  and  eighty  acres.* 

There  can  be  n(.)  question  but  that  Robert  was  of  French,  and  not 
Saxon  descent,  llis  name  alone  is  ahiKxst  sufficient.  "Every  Robert," 
says  Mr.  breeman,  s^.^eakini;  o(  the  Christian  names  in  Rni^Trnd,  in  that 
period,  "was  Norman,  beyond  a  doubt. "t  His  rank  as  tenant-in-chief 
would  not  have  been  allowed  to  a  Saxon;  nor  would  Henry  ii  have  so 
violated  the  ])rejudices  of  the  ai^e  as  to  have  L,dven  the  hand  (Tan  heiress 
of  the  Norman  house  of  V'lV/.  (')do,  which  claimed  even  ro\-al  blood,  to 
an\'  but  a  Norman  of  recoL;-nized  ]j(_)sition. 

Soon  after  tlieir  marriaj^e,  Ro!)ert  and  Ewa  [iresented  the  Chiu'ch  of 
Lon-ford  to  Shrew,-.bui-\-  Abbev,  that  of  Church  I-^ytou  [nv  h.aton)  lo 
]\)Iesw(U-tii  nunner}',  and  that  of  Lacerton  to  Kin<j;ston  nunner_\',  \Vihs.:|: 
Some  years  later  Robert  tiuarreled  with  the  monks  of  Slirewsbur\',  and 
demanded  back  the  Church  (T  Ron^iord.  On  their  refusal  to  restoi'e  it, 
he  armed  his  men  and  seized  the  Cha[)el  of  Kinnersley,  behuv^iuL;-  to  the 
Abbey.      This  led  t(j  a  law  sm't  and  his  final  recover}-  of  RonL;'ford  Church.

J  Tlie  loUcr.s  of  t^ifl  may  lit:  luniul  in   I  )iiL;<lalL-'s  Moiniitioon  A )i;^!icanitin. 
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Robert  died  on  or  before  I  1S5,  leavin;^-  two  sons,  Adam  and  John,  and 
liis  widow.  The  latter  took  in  second  niarriaL^e,  I  190  (M'  ll9l,\Vaher 
de  W'itefeld.  He  was  a  litiL^dous  person,  and  spent  nuich  of  liis  time  in 
prosecutin:^^  suits  ;ibont  his  wife's  property.  (  )ne  of  these  was  against 
her  sister  Agnes,  who,  remarb's  tlie  learned  liistorian  of  Shropsliire,  Rew 
Robert  \V.  b^'ton,  "  tliougii,  de  jiin\  a  co-heiress  with  her  sister  Eva,  was 
all    but  disinherited."      Walter  d\'ing,   1215, 

C^baiU  Lie  lirinton,  eldest  son  of  Robert,  entered  into  full  possession 
of  his  father's  estates.  Just  at  that  time  took  place  the  insurrection  of 
the  barons  against  King  John,  which  resulted  in  the  laying  of  that 
corner-stone  of  b:nglish  liberty,  the  Magna  Charta.  Adam  was  an 
artlent  sui)i)orter  (jf  the  movement,  and  came  in  for  a  share  of  the  kmg  s 
vengea.nce.  JV  a  royal  writ,  dated  September  15,  121C),  his  lands  were 
confiscated  and  given  to  his  brodier  John  de  I'.rinton.  bUit  Kmg  John 
dying  very  shortly  afterward,  and  the  barons  succeeding  in  then- 
demands,  Adam  was  reinvested  in  his  d<Mnain  In'  a  writ  of  Henry  111, 
dated  November  .p  IJ17.*  Adam  died,  nearly  seventy  years  of  age,  m 
I  .^  ^5.      11  is  son, 

n^aln  ^C  lUilllon  (second  yA  thai  name)  was  inxested  with  Ins  estates, 
]anuai->'  Jf),  123^),  and  paid  to  the  Royal  Commissioners  his  "i-elief  fee' 
of  one  hundred  shillings.-}"  His  fees  or  holdings,  in  T240,  are  enumerate<l 
as  follows:  "  In  Shropshire,  one  fee,  ///  capitc,  in  b.ongford  ;  in  Stallord- 
.sliire.  one  fee  of  the  Ikiron  Stafford,  in  F.yt..)n  (Cliurch  h'.aton)  and 
Orselawe;  in  (3xfordshire,  half  a  fee  of  the  IViron  Stafford,  in  Middle 
Aston;  and  in  Ik-rksliire,  one  fee  in  Hrinton,  under  Ralph  de  M<:)rtimer."

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According-  to  tlie  land  nicasurc  alrcad}^  quoted,  this  would  make  sixteen 
hundred  and  eiL;ht\'  acres  in  all. 

In  1260-r  he  was  a[)})ointed  commissioner,  with  Thomas  de  Roshal 
and  IToel  ap  Madoc,  to  meet  the  warlike  Llewellyn,  Prince  of  Wales,  at 
the  ]^^)rd  of  Monti^nmery,  in  the  Welsli  Marches,  to  ncL^otiate  a  truce 
with  him.  For  their  expenses  on  this  journey,  the  "  Pijje  Roll"  of  li'^H 
records  the  payment  to  them  of  {.'j  \Os.  The  ofhcial  writ  announcing; 
his  death  (known  as  the  writ  Dicvt  claiisit  cxtrcniuiii)  was  tested  at 
Westminster,  June  20,  I  274.  ,\s  he  was  of  full  ap;e  at  his  father's  death. 
lie  could  not   have   li\-ed   far  from  seveiit)'  \'ears.      lie  wds  succeeded   by 

C^liam  Lie  ririnton  (third  of  that  name),  then  over  thirt\'  >'ears  of  ai^e." 
The  annual  return  of  the  manor  of  Lanij,-ford,  at  that  time,  was  appraised 
at  i?8  13.V.  \od.  As  its  tenant  under  the  crown,  Adam  was  bound  to 
provide  one  soldier,  with  a  "barbed"  horse  (that  is,  one  furnished  with  a 
kind  of  defensi\'e  armor,  made  of  leather  studded  with  projectinc;"  iron 
spikes,  called  la  innih'),  fir  fort)"  da)-s,  wheneX'er  the  kin^',  in  pei-son, 
should  approach  Wales.      His  wife's  name  was  Maria.'!' 

In  the  summer  of  1277  he  wa-;  sumnumed  fu'  ser\-i(.-e  a;.^ainst  l.lew- 
elUii,  Prince  ^A'  Wales,  aiul,  beiiii;  a  kni-ht,  discharged  it  in  jierson, 
attending;-  the  muster  at  \\'orcester,  Jul\'  I.  Ten  \'ears  later,  as  a 
prominent  landholder  in  Herlcs,  he  was  apijointed  a  "Conser\Mtor  of  the 
Peace"  for  that  shire.  Aj^^ain,  in  1297,  as  a  tenant-in-chief,  holding  lands 
in  Shropshire,  to  the  \'earl\'  \'alue  of  £20  or  u])ward,  he  was  summoned, 
to  appe<u-,  with  horses  and  arms,  at  London,  Jul}'  17,  fir  ser\'ice  beyond 
the  seas,   King   Edward,  at  that  tinie,  contemplating  an    incursion    into

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France.      In  1301  ho  was  suninionctl  to  a  muster  at  Bcrwick-upon-TwcecI,

In  the  intcrwils  of  these  soldier!)'  chities  he  carried  on  important  civil 
ones.  In  1300  he  sat  in  Parliament  as  a  knii;ht  of  the  shire  ior  Berks. 
As  lord  of  the  manor  and  a  tenant-in-chief  he  held,  t\\'ic:e  a  )'c;ir,  a  free 
court  of  hii^h  jurisdiction,  at  his  manor  house  in  Longford,  jud^^inL;' 
[)leas  "of  l.)Ioodshed  and  luie-and-ci'\',"  and  exercisini;'  the  ri^^'hts  i'f 
"  fjssa  and  fiirca,"  that  is,  of  hany;inL;'  male  and  tlrowninL;-  female  criminals. 
Me  also  liad  the  rii;"ht  of  "  \varren\',"  that  is,  of  j)reservini;-  and  killinijj 
L^aine,  a  privilcL^^e  ver\'  luL^hl)-  esteemed  in  those  da)'s.t  At  that  time  the 
manor  of  Lon^'ford  included  the  \'ills  of  Hrock'eton  and  Chresthill. 
Adam  also  held  of  the  kini;-  the  \'ills  of  Sturch.eley  and  Cuima\'re,  which 
he  sublet  to  Robert  Corbet,  and  he  to  the  Abbot  of  the  Benedictine 
monastery  of  Ihiildwas,  in  Shropshire. I.  Adam  died  se\'eral  \'ears  be}'ond 
three-score-and-ten,  the  writ  /)ie;/i  claitsit  on  his  death  bearing-  date  May 
10,  1315.      lie  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 

3ol]U  lie  IU"intan,  bom  in  1287.  He  is  mentioned  in  a  list  of  land- 
holders, in  I  ^ir>.  as  one  ^^{  tlu-  V^\\\<  of  Ih-imjiton  and  Wasing  (a  parish 
adjoining  r)iim[)lon,  on  the  south),  l>erkshire;  of  Middle  .'Vston,  Oxford- 
shire; of  Cduu-ch  ICaton,  Staffordshire;  and  of  L()ngf)id,  Shropshire. 
In  the  x'ears  1319-22  he  was  sheriff  of  Oxf)rdshire  and  Berkshire,  and 
again  in  1327-.S.  In  1324  he  was  ordered  to  seize,  in  the  king'.s  name, 
all  goods  and  chattels  belonging  to  aliens,  in  Oxfordshire,  "except  those

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of  Cardinal  Ncapoleonc."*  In  1327  he  sat  in  Parliament  as  a  knii;-ht  of 
the  shire  f)r  I>erks.  In  I  359  he  was  ap]")ointed  one  of  tweK'e  !_^^entlenien 
of  Shroixshire,  to  collect,  arm  and  drill  tlie  adult  male  inhabitants  to 
protect  the  realm  in  the  absence  of  the  kin<^  beyond  seas.t 

He  li\'ed  a  \<n\g  life,  well  into  the  eii;hties,  and  was  the  last  of  the  name 
who  held  undivided  the  lands  brouL^dit  into  the  famit\'  b\'  the  heiress 
Eva,  of  Loni;ford.  lie  made  a  ]^ai"tial  transfer  v)f  his  pr(^])erty  bef  ire  his 
death,  and  there  is  on  record  the  paynient  of  a  fee  by  him  in  1375,  ot 
one  himdred  shil]in;^''s,  for  pei"mission  to  convey  the  manor  of  Loni;foi"d 
to  his  <,()U  ddionias,  anil  Thomas'  wife,  Isabella.  In  this  i;Tant  he  is  stxded 
"  Chivaler"  [cltc:'a!ic)\  Jcni^dit).;!; 

(Ll)0mai3  ^C  livintOU  receix-ed  from  his  fither,  besides  the  manoi-  of 
LonL;'ford,  the  fee  of  Church-]{\'ton-cum-C)rsIow,  in  StafforLJshire.  lie 
did  not  loni;-  survive,  and  at  iiis  death,  A\'hich  occurred  in  13'*^-,  Ik-  is 
stated  to  h,i\-e  held  only  these  two  tracts.!:;  Mis  wife,  called  "  Dame 
Isabella,"  tool<  in  second  marria_L;'e  (about  i  SQO),  Sir  Ri^bert  ['"rauncex's, 
of  Foremarlc,  Dei-b)'shire,  a  man  of  some  prominence,  lie  was  shei'iff 
of  Statfonlshire,  under  Richai-d  11,  and  a;_;'ain  under  llenr\-  \\ .  1  )ame 
Isabella  sur\i\(.'d  him  ab'o,  and  lixxtl  to  aii  .uKanced  a;_;e  in  posse-^siim  of 
Lon_L;ford  manoi',  as  it  is  recorded  that  she  "  pi^.'sented "  to  Loni^fird 
Church,  in  1432.  It  is  believed  by  the  Rev.  Mi'.  I'')-t')nli  that  she  left 
n<j  issue  b\'  hei"  first  husband,  as  he  api^ears  to  hax'e  been  the  last  of  the 
Brintons    who    held    Lonc^Tord.       Church-K\'ton-cuni-( Jrslow,    howexer,

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which  was  not  included  in  John  do  Brinton's  deed  of  gift  to  Thomas  and 
Isabella,  was  claimed,  at  Thomas'  death,  by  the  next  of  kin  of  the  Brinton 
name,  and  it  seems  to  have  been  in  litig-ation  as  late  as  139S,  as  in  that 
year  it  is  vaguely  stated,  in  an  hiquisitio  post-7/iorkin  on  the  ]3ai-on 
Stafford,  to  be  held  "  by  the  heirs  of  John  de  l^rinton."* 

The  suit  was  decided  in  favor  of  the  family,  as  on  the  death  of  another 
Baron  Stafford,  in  1464,  Church  Eyton  with  Orslow  is  stated  to  be  held 
b\'  "John   Bkvxtox,"  probably  a  grandnephew  of  Thomas. | 

This  entry  is  doubly  interesting  as  showing  that  the  famil)-  had  now 
definitely  removed  to  Staffordshire,  and  also  had  dropped  the  locative  dc 
to  their  name.  The  latter  was,  proljabl}',  partly  because  l^nglish  was 
rapidly  supplanting  Norman  I'^rench  as  a  business  tongue  ;  but  chiellv 
because  the  manor  of  Ih'inton  [)assed  out  of  the  famil)-  after  the  (Icath 
of  John  de  l^rinton.  On  the  settlement  of  the  suits  relating  to  his  estate 
(some  time  after  1398),  both  it  and  Mid-Aston,  Oxfordshire,  came,  eitlier 
by  purchase  or  marriage,  into  the  possession  of  a  William  Stokes,  who 
(-lied  in  1446.;!^  A  century  later  it  passed  to  the  De  la  IT\'de  famil)^  and 
is  now  owned  mosth'  bv  a  London  merchant,  James  l>l_\'th,  I1S4. 

Lotigfoi'd,  in  the  following  centuiy,  was  pmchased  b_\'  ihe  I'^ai'ls  of 
Shrewsbur)',  who  sold  it,  in  the  eighteenth  centui')-,  to  the  Leek'  famil\-, 
its  present  owners.  Lacerton  had  long  before  (in  the  reign  of  Ilenrv  m) 
been  conveyed  to  the  Bozors.§

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The  sources  from  which  the  above  facts  have  been  f^deaned  are  cliiefly 
the  pubh'cations  of  the  PubHc  Records  Commission  of  Great  I'ritaiii. 
The  Rev.  Robert  W.  I^yton,  in  the  eig-hth  volume  of  his  Jlistoiy  of 
Sliropshire,  gives  an  interesting  account  of  the  Brintons  of  Longford, 
which  he  has  kindly  supplemented  by  a  letter  to  the  i)resent  writer, 
containing  additional  particulars.  On  some  nn'nor  points  the  statements 
in  his  /fistory  have  needed  correction. 

With  the  removal  of  the  fmiily  to  Staffordshire,  and  its  ceasing  to 
belong  to  the  class  of  independent  landholders,  the  difficulty  of  tracing 
it  increases,  and  cannot  be  surmounted  in  this  countr\'.  It  is  highK' 
probable,  however,  that  in  the  extensive  manuscrii)t  material  for  the 
histor}'  of  Cudtlleston  Hundred  (in  which  Church  h^aton  is  situated^ 
collected  by  the  Ivev.  Slebbings  Shaw,  in  tile  latter  part  of  the  last 
century,  and  which  is  said  to  be  now  in  the  Iibrar\'  of  Loi'd  Ixagot,  most, 
or  all,  of   the  missing  links  could  Ije  found. 


Of  the  I'linhMi  taiuilies  at  pi-eseiil  in  h'ngland,  the  priucijial  i.ine  is  that 
of  which  ihe  head  is  j'o/iii  J^rhslon,  Ivsc].,  of  Kidderminster  and  Moor 
Hall,  St(jurport.  J  lis  father  and  grandfather  were  master  manufacturers 
of  car[)ets,  in  Kidderminster,  and  the  present  Hrm,  of  which  he  is  senior 
partner,  is  the  sec(jnd  largest  in  that  line  in  Great  Britain.  His  brother, 
the  late  William  Iirinton,  M.  o.,  of  London,  was  a  ph\'sician  of  distin- 
guisheil  a!)ility,  enjoying  the  third  largest  pi'actice  in  that  metropolis  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  in  1869.  He  was  author  of  a  number  of  medical 
works  on  diseases  of  the  stomach,  on  the  medical  selection  of  lives   for 
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assurance,  and  on  pliysioli^fry^  all  of  which  received  hic^di  praise  from  the 
professional  ]:)ress.  Their  eldest  sister  married  the  late  Sir  h"'rancis 
Crossley,  whose  eldest  son,  Sir  Saville  l^rinton  Crossley,  now  has  the 
baronetcy  and  estates. 

The  ancestor  of  this  family  came  from  the  same  part  of  southern 
Staffordshire  from  wliich  the  American  colonist,  Williaiu,  emi_!:;rated  in 
1684,  and  tiiere  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  but  that  they  both  descended 
from  John  ]h-inton,  of  Church-l'')'ton-cum-Orslo\v,  i^C^. 

The  l^rinton  name  is  b)'  no  means  common  elsewhere  in  I^ns^land. 
Richard  C.  I'rinton  and  Son,  iron  merchants,  of  l^irmin'^-ham ;  Geor^re  S. 
Brinton,  Tvsq.,  of  Southampton,  and  William  Ih'inton,  of  London,  watch 
dial  enameler,  are  about  the  only  representatives  to  be  found  in  the 
Directories. 


Like  all  proper  names,  ]^)rinton  is  i;'i\x'n,  in  the  ancient  records,  with 
a  variety  ("'f  orthoo-raphy.     The  followinfr  variations  (M^cur: —

lUit  it  is  noteworthy  that  the  present  orthography  is  R)und  in  the 
oldest  and  best  authorities,  to  wit,  the  Domesday  lioolc,  the  hY^odary  of 
I  165  (the  I'lack  I'ook),  in  the  "Testa  de  Nevill,"  in  the  Liquisitio  post 
mortem  of  Adam  11,  in  the  writin^^s  of  J^ishop  Lrinton  (about  to  be 
noticed),  etc.  This  is  satisfactory,  as  it  is  the  correct  Anglicized  form  of 
the  Celtic  members  of  the  name.

N  tlic  fourtccntli  century  a  number  of  tlie  family  entered  the  Churcli. 
f])|  Tb.ere  is  menticju  of  a  Yiv\t<.\.,  Roger  de  Bri)itu)!,  who,  early  in  the 
reiL,ni  of  I-lclward  in,  received  a  pass  to  travel  beyond  seas;  William 
dc  Bri)itoii,  chriciis,  was  presented  to  Longford  Church  in  1387;  and  a 
contemporary  of  his,  FJias  de  Bvinton,  was  rector  of  Newenham  ;  but  the 
most  eminent  \vas  Thomas  de  Brinton,  who  was  Bishop  of  Rochester 
fi'om  1373  to  his  death,  in  1389. 

The  followini^  is  a  record  of  his  appointment: — 

"48  YA.  in.  The  Pope  appointed,  as  Bishop  of  Rochester,  Thomas  de 
Bkin'Toni:,  a  Beiiediciiiie  vioik  at  Nonvicli,  by  his  ]kill  of  31st  January, 
1372-3;  he  received  the  spiritualities  from  the  Archbishop,  20th  March, 
in  that  year,  and  the  temporalities  from  him,  8th  April,  1373;  and  the 
Kintj,  havinL,^  received  the  fealty  of  the  said  Bishop,  21st  October,  restored 
the  temporalities  to  him  on  that  day.  He  died  in  13S9,  and  was  buried  in 
the  Parish  (Jhurch  of  Seale,  in  Kent.  His  will  is  dated  30th  August,  1389."

This  account  may  be  sui')[)!emented  by  the  following  quotation  from 
the  learned  antiquar)-,  John  W'eever.  He  is  writing  of  the  Church  of 
Seale,  in  Kent,  which  he  visited  about  1760: — 

"  In  this  Church,  upon  a  marble  slab  inlaid  with  brass,  I  found  the 
portraiture  q{  a  bishop,  and  these  words  on!\^  remaining,  Credo  quod 
rcdemptor  mens  vivit,  and  these  figures,  1389.  Under  which  (as  I  gather 
by  tlie  date  of  the  }X'ar  of  grace),  Thomas  ]5renton,  Bishop  of  Rochester, 
lieth  interred,  who  traveled  into  many  places  beyond  seas ;  and  coming 
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to  Rome,  prcaclied  in  Latin,  before  the  Pope,  many  learned  sermons, 
which  he  left  behind  him  in  writin^^  F()r  which,  antl  other  his  rare 
parts,  he  was  much  admired,  and  he  became  very  famous.  The  Pope 
made  him  his  Penitenciary,  and  bestowed  upon  him  this  j^ishoprick  of 
Rochester;  he  being,  before,  a  Benedictine  monk  of  Norwich.  He  was 
confessor  unto  Kin;^-  Richard  ii,  and  a  singular  benefiictor  to  the  PLnglish 
hospital  at  Rome."

The  uncertainty  in  the  spelling  of  his  name  in  these  accounts  can, 
fortunately,  be  dispelled  by  his  own  authority.  His  fealty  to  the  king. 
October  21,  1374,  signed  by  himself,  is  preserved  in  the  great  collection 
of  Rymer,  and  in  it  he  writes  himself  "  Thomas  de  Printon."  The  writ 
of  the  king  confirming  his  appointment,  and  also  the  official  notice  of  his 
death,  are  contained  in  the  same  work.* 

That  he  should  have  been  educated  a  Penedictine  was  natural,  as  we 
have  seen  that  the  Aljbey  of  l^uildwas,  belonging  to  that  order,  held 
lands  under  the  lirinton  fimily;  and  in  that  age  the  order  possessed,  at 
Norwich,  two  o{  their  most  fauK^us  and  wealthy  priories,  that  of  the 
Cathedral  and  of  .St.  Leonard,  the  latter  of  which  alone  numbered  sixty 
monks,  autl  drew  rewiuies  fi-om  one  luuulred  and  filt_\'-lwo  parishes 
t.hr(jugh(Hit  the  kingdom. f 

Put  that  he  preached  bef(M-e  the  P(-ipe  at  Rome,  is  an  error,  as  Gregory 
XI,  Pope  from  1370  to  1378,  as  well  as  all  his  predecessors  from  1305, 
did  not  live  at  Rome  at  all,  but  at  Avignon.  Only  in  the  last  year  of 
Gregory's  life  did  he  return  unwillingly  to  the  Vatican.  As  holding  the 
office   of  Pa[xd    Penitenciary,  however— which  is  that  having  in   charge

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the  secret  bulls  and  in(lul;^"enccs — Thomas,  no  doubt,  was  obliged  to  visit 
Rome  occasionall)'. 

Almost  the  last  act  of  Gref:^ory's  life  was  to  condemn  tlie  teachinj^'s  of 
John  Wickliffe,  often  called  the  first  English  Reformer.  Thomas  of 
Rochester,  was  t0(^  loyal  a  Churchman  to  dissent  from  his  friend  and 
superior;  and,  accordingly,  as  one  of  the  convocation  of  bishops  who 
examined  Wiclcliffe,  at  Oxford,  in  13.S2,  he  joins  in  pronouncing  his 
doctrines  heretical  and  dangerous.* 

The  volume  of  sermons  which  he  left  behind  him  in  writing  came, 
toward  the  close  of  the  sex'enteenth  century,  into  the  ownershi[)  of  the 
Rev.  Robert  lUu'scough,  Ivector  of  Totness,  Devonshire. t  h'rom  him  it 
passetl  into  the  Ilai'Ieian  Collecticui  of  ]\lamrscri[)ts,  now  in  the  possession 
of  the  British  Museum.  It  is  numl^er  3760,  and  is  described  as  eml:)racing 
one  hundred  and  eight  sermons,  covering  three  hundred  and  twent\"-nine 
folios,  with  an  inde.x  added.  It  is  very  possible  that  it  contains  interesting 
biogra[)hical  references.

f^jf  N  early  times,  before  readiiv^  and  writing  were  common  accomplish- 
ments, the   use  of  a  coat-of--arms,  as  a  distinctive  sign,  was  almost 
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^  indispensable.  Although,  at  present,  their  emjiloN-mcnt  is  orna- 
mental only,  they  retain  historic  interest,  as  forniing  ]xart  of  a  family 
record.  The  proper  authority  for  hhiglish  arms  is  the  Herald's  College. 
A  collection  of  arms,  b}^  a  member  of  this  College,  Joseph  lulmondson, 
"  Mowbray  Herald  ICxtraordinary,"  puljlished  in  1780,  assigns  to  the 
13rinton  family  the  following  bearings: — 

( )n  a  field,  argent,  a  chevron  between  three  martlets,  sable  (Fig.  i) ;  and. 
On  a  fiehJ,  gules,  a  licm  rampant,  argent,  tail  forked  (h'ig.  2).

There  are  other  bearings  mentioned  in  the  later  heraldric  encyclopiudias 
of  Thomas  ]\.obson  (1830)  and  Sir  J>ernard  P>urke  (1878);  and  those  at 
present  borne  by  John  Brinton,  Ivstp,  of  Moor  Hall,  diffia-  somewhat  from 
the  above,  bhit  as  dating  from  competent  authority  in  the  last  century, 
preference  should  be  given  to  those   herewith  designed.     According  to 
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the  principles  of  lieraldry,  the  martlets  indicate  a  cadet  branch  of  a 
faniil)'.  They  are  an  iniaj^inary  bird,  and,  lik'c  the  lion,  bear  in  heraldry 
a  purely  conventional  form.  William  Ikinton,  the  hrst  settler  in  America, 
employed  a  seal  to  his  will,  bearinjj  a  lion  rami)ant  (•''ic^'.  2). 


It  may  safely  be  asserted  that  no  other  member  of  the  Brinton  family 
but  the  Quaker  colonist,  William,  has  ever  emiL,n-ated  to  this  countr)-; 
and,  therefore,  that  all  the  Ih'intons  of  the  United  States,  with  the 
exceptions  about  to  l)c  mcntioneel,  are  his  descendants.  Ihe  name  is 
borne  by  an  Irish  family,  who  removed  from  county  Derry  to  Philadel- 
phia, in  1849.  Their  [)r()[)er  name  is  Hruntt)n  ;  this  family,  howevei",  is 
not  at  [)resent  represented  L)\'  any  male  members.  There  are  also  several 
colored  fcuuilies  of  the  name,  descendants  of  slaves  held  in  the  last 
century,  by  the  Lancaster  county  branch  of  the  Brintons.  These  fomilies, 
when  they  obtained  their  freetlom,  adopted,  as  was  then  the  custom,  the 
family  name  of  their  former  masters. 

There  is.  ho\\e\-er.  a  fuinK'  (<f  I'rintons  in  Xev/  h'.iv^kuul,  with 
representatix'cs  in  xaiienis  parts  i^i'  the  L'niletl  .States,  in  Connecticut 
their  residence  is  at  and  near  Lime  Rock,  Litchfield  County.  The 
families  in  that  locality  are  descended  from  twin  brothers,  Joseph  and 
Ebenezer,  who  were  born  near  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  in  17C6,  and 
who  were  gr.uidsons  of  Ebenezer  Bir/itoii,  son  of  William  Brento/i,  who 
came  to  Boston  in  1633.  The  Brentons  of  Rhode  Island  are  fron\  the 
same  stock.*

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AltliOLigh  in  very  ancient  records  the  New  iMv^dand  family  is  referreci 
to  both  as  7?/r;//6';/  and  Bn'fi/on,  the  former  is  its  correct  orthowrapli\' ; 
and  its  earliest  rei)resentativ'es  came  not  from  Staff  n-dshire,  but  probabl}' 
from  Herefordshire,  where,  for  many  j^enerations  ]M-evious!)',  the  J'^rentcMis 
occupied  an  honorable  position  among  the  county  families.  Ihe 
Connecticut  family  referred  to,  theref)re,  bears  the  naine  of  Brinton 
through  an  incorrect  orthograi-)]n'  of  its  proper  ])atronymic.

|i!liani  l»rintail,  tl-ic  first  of  the  name  wlio  emi^L^^rated  to  tlie  New 
^^^^ll  World,  came  fi-om  tlie  villaQ-e  of  Netlier  Gouniall,  Tarisli  of 
Sedirel)',  Staffordsliire,  six  or  seven  miles  south  (jf  Church- 
Eaton-cum-(  )rsl()\v,  where  we  have  seen  John  Krinton  was  Vwiw^  in  the 
latter  half  of  the  fifteenth  century.  /V  writer  who  visited  Sedc^ely  in 
1060  describes  it  as  containinc^'-  nine  villa-^es  at  that  time,  "  and  ver\- 
populous,  by  reason  of  the  workers  of  lime,  coals  and  iron."  JTe  adds 
that  it  was  "  an  heathenish  place,  where  prophaneness  and  ij^norance 
abounded."*  The  ])i-esent  writer  visited  it  in  1861,  and  found  it  no  wise 
improved  in  these  res[)ects  in  the  two  centuries  which  had  elapsed.  It 
is  now  almost  a  subui-b  of  Birmin^h.am,  the  strec-ts  are  filthy  and  crowded, 
the  houses  mean,  and  the  ])0})ulation  of  tlie  dec^a-aded  .uid  ii^norant 
idiaracter  e-oinmon  to  the  lower  class  of  l-jiL^h'sli  factory  o[)eratives. 

William  was  boi  n  in  nr  about  the  year  16:^0.  Ilis  life  prows  him  to 
haw  been  ot  a  de(.-pl)'  i-elit^ious  nature,  and  the  dissolute  popul.ilion 
ai-ound  him  ex'idently  strenL;"thened,  rather  than  weak-ened,  this  natui'al 
bent.  When  GeorL;"e  Fox  set  forth  on  his  itineranc}'  (i^>-|7y  to  preach 
the  ;^"ospel  of  a  sincere  and  uni\'ersal  friendshij)  amon;_^f  mankind,  Wihiam 
was  one  of  his  earlier  converts.  The  exact  date  we  do  n(;t  know,  but 
his  marriat^e  took  place  in  1659,  ^^^^  '^  was  to  a  Triend,  and  by  Friends' 
ceremon)-.      Ilis  wife  was  Ann  Bajj;-ley,  who,  with  her  mother,  had  joined

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tlie  Friends  in  1656.  Slie  was  the  daughter  of  Edward  Baglcy,  "a  man 
of  <;ood  account  as  to  worldly  rank,"  as  liis  son-in-law  is  careful  to  note, 
whose  tleath  took  place  in  1649. 

Whether  an)'  other  nienil)crs  of  the  family  Joined  the  I'riends  is  not 
positivel)'  Icnown  ;  but  amoni;"  the  members  of  a  Meeting-  indicted  and 
fmed  .it  the  Sessions  in  London,  October  !2,  16.S5,  is  found  the  name:  of 
"  John  Ih'ainton"  ;'''''  and  as  the  f  imily  name  is  thus  spelled  on  Holmes' 
Map  and  some  other  contemporary  docuinents,  this  persc^n  was  prolxibly 
a  relati\'e  of  William. 

The  early  Friends  were  subjected  to  many  such  petty  persecutions. 
When  fmetl  f  )r  refusing"  to  take  an  oath  or  to  pay  tithes  they  declined 
ti)  pa\'  the  Hues,  and  rather  suffered  confiscation  of  a  much  larger  amount. 
,\mong  his  many  instances  of  this,  the  Quaker  historian,  Joseph  ]^)essc, 
cites  that  of  William  l>rinton  :  In  16.S3  "William  lirinton,  of  Gournall, 
for  26  shillings  fine,  hatl  Gocxls  taken  from  him  worth  /'5,  i  I  shillings. "t 

To  escape  these  annos'ances,  and  to  have  the  uiitrammeled  right  to 
follow  his  convictions,  he  tletermined,  although  then  well  strick'en  in 
vears,  to  seek  a  home  in  the  colony  which  William  Tenn  had  planted  in 
the  di'^tanl  weslern  worlil.  At  that  time,  16S3,  the  funily  consisted  oC 
William  and  his  wife  Ann,  their  only  son,  also  named  William,  and  three 
daughters,  Ann,  l^di/.abeth  and  Esther. 

In  the  spring  of  1684  he  embarked,  with  his  wife  and  son,  for  the 
colony,  leaving  his  three  daughters  in  hhigland.  The  vessel  had  a 
prosperous  passage,  and  came  to  anchor  in  the  Delaware  River,  at  a 
point  knowii  as  Grubb's  Landing,  now  in  Brand}'wine  I  lundred,  Newcastle

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Count)',  Delaware.  There  was  already  a  settlement  at  this  point,  and 
most  of  tlie  passcnt^ers  remained  there;  but  WiHiam,  althouL;"h  one  of 
the  oldest,  "  with  lon^  white  hair,"  as  the  family  tradition  has  recorded,  to 
the  surprise  of  his  moi'C  timid  companions,  advanced  boldly  into  the 
unbroken  forest  Avhich  then  covered  the  country,  seeking;  a  location  and 
qualit)'  oi'  soil  which  would  suit  him  for  a  permanent  residence.  This 
he  found  twelve  miles  back  from  the  river,  on  the  Indian  trail  which  then 
led  frcMii  the  forks  of  the  15randywine  to  the  Delaware. 

Here  he  erected  a  tem]iorary  shelter,  but  an  insufficient  one  for  the 
unusually  se\'ei-e  winter  that  follov.'cd  (16.S4-5).  The  funil\'  suffered 
L;'reatl\',  both  fi'oin  cold  and  lack'  of  food,  and,  indeed,  would  have  starved, 
had  it  not  ix.-en  for  the  k'indness  of  the  Indians,  who  had  a  vilkv^e  close 
by,  and  su[)[;lied  them  with  j^ame.  ■■ 

The  \\cx\  summer  (16X51  he  made  a  cleai-ini^,  built  a  !o<^^  cabin,  and 
planted  a  pear  ti'ee  in  front  of  his  dooi".  1"his  cabin  was  torn  down 
towartl  the  clo-^e  of  the  last  cenlur)- ;  but  the  i)ear  tree  surviwd,  llour- 
islu'ni;  and  h-uioi-i.-d,  until  1^52,  when,  b\'  the  lilundei-  of  a  laborer,  it  was 
cut  down, 

(  )ii  die  fii-  t  da_\-  of  loSo,  o.  s.,  that  is,  March  I,  Kv'^o,  William  purchased 
fift\'  acres  of  i^-round  from  Thomas  JviuL;;,  situate  in  "the  North  En^}  of 
Concord;"  and  in  the  autumn  of  the  sanie  year  (5th  October,  16S6),  he 
received  a  patent  fiom  James  Clayiioole  and  Re>bert  Turner,  the 
Connnissioners  of  William  Penn,  for  four  huntlred  and  fifty  acres  of  land 
in    ]]irminL;-ham,  or    IJrumadgam,  Township    {srt'    Map).     The    tract  in

ill  (iiie^tiiin  was  at  the  heail  of  '•  Diinlcju's  Run,"  chise  t(j  what  is  now  llie  township  line.  The 
last  of  l!ie  nali\es  in  this  section,  "Indian  llannali,"  died  in  1S03. 
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Concord  lie  shortly  afterward  sold  to  Thomas  I^rii;ht,  for  ■^£  \OS.  (4  mo. 
6,  1688).  The  next  year  (4  mo.  7,  1687)  he  purchased  another  tract  in 
Concord,  from  Joseph  Busholl.  These  are  the  two  tracts  laid  down  (not 
very  accurately)  on  Holmes'  "  Map  of  First  Purchasers,"  and  both  marked 
as"beloni;ing  to  "William  l^.rainton,"  a  copy  of  a  portion  of  which  is  here 
inserted.  In  168S  he  obtained  a  second  patent,  covering:;  four  hundred 
■  acres,  which  he  made  over  to  his  sons-in-law.  This  lay  .westward  Irom 
the  hrst,  adjoining;"  it  and  extending  to  the  banks  of  the  Brandywine  Creek. 
At  the  date  of  William's  arrival,  the  total  population  of  the  province 
was  about  five  thousand  whites.*  The  nearest  "  Meeting;"  to  his  residence 
was  that  at  Chichester,  on  the  river  (Ix'^am  I  mo.  17,  March  .) ,  1684).  His 
name  first  occurs  (»n  its  Records  in  the  s})rinL;'  of  1686  (i  mo.  I,  1686), 
and  it  is  recorded  that  on  10  mo.  12,  1687,  he  presented,  according;"  to  the 
usage  of  the  da)-,  a  certifica'e  (->f  *' good  life  and  conversation  in  Old 
iMigland."  On  7  mo.  7  of  the  same  year,  he  was  sent  as  re])rcsentative 
to  the  yearly  meeting  in  Philadelphia,  where  his  name  a])pears  to  a 
"Testimony"  against  "selling  Rum  and  other  .Strong  Drink"  to  the 
hidians.  A  meeting  was  soon  afterward  organi/.e<l  at  Coiicord,  near  his 
home.  It  was  first  hehl  at  the  houses  yA  the  settlers,  ami  in  the  Chichester 
Records,  under  date  9  mo.  3,  1690,  there  is  aii  entry  to  the  elfect  "that 
Concord  P'irst  13ay  Meeting  ])e  every  h'ourth  l-'irst  Day,  at  William 
Ihanton's  liouse,  in  Ih'rniingham  ;  also  the  l-'ourth  day  following,  if  the 
said  meeting  think  fit;  this  to  C(Mitinue  till  Aulher  order."  in  1697  the 
Society  erected  a  meeting  liouse  in  Concord;  among  the  subscribers  to 
it  William  appears  for  ^£  los.,  and  his  son  for  2/,'  165.

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In  1 69 1 -2  the  peace  of  tlic  Society  of  Friends,  in  the  Province,  was 
much  disturbed  by  the  preachin;^"  c>f  George  Keith,  an  able,  but  extrava- 
g'ant  and  seditious,  member.  Amonci^  other  erratic  doctrines,  he  taug'ht 
that  h'riend.s  sliould  not  take  any  part  in  the  civil  government,  should 
not  hold  any  office,  nor  e\'en  aid  in  executing  the  laws  against  malefactors. 
He  also-  taught  that  the  Mosaic  account  of  the  Creation  and  I'all  is  to 
be  imderstood  allegoricall)',  and  accused  some  leading  Friends  of  teaching, 
that  the  inward  light  is  sufficient  to  salvation,  without  regard  to  the 
historical  sacrifice  of  Christ.  Me  even  asserted  that  "there  are  more 
doctrines  of  devils  and  (lamnalole  heresies  among  the  Ouakers,  than  in 
any  profession  among  the  Protestants."*  He  was  afterward  dis()wned  b>' 
the  Societ)',  and  became  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  l^ngland. 

In  spite  of  their  extravagance  these  ultra-quietistic  doctrines  f)un(_l 
many  toap]MT)ve  of  them  ;  and  the  historian  tells  us  tliat  "divers  persons,. 
of  rank',  character  and  re|/utation,"  became  Keith's  adherents.!  Among 
these  WMs  William  P>rinton,  much  to  the  scandal  (_)f  his  fellow-members 
of  Concord  Meeting.  The}'  appointed  a  visiting  committee  to  "  deal 
with"  him  on  the  subject,  but  it  met  no  great  success;  for,  although 
about  a  vc.w  brtore  hi>  death,  and  during  his  wife's  last  illness,  he  liled 
an  acknowledgment  i^\'  his  regret  at  having  attended  Keith's  meetings, 
yet,  as  he  did  not  formally  renounce  the  objectional)le  doctrines,  this 
species  of  recantation  was  not  deemed  satisfactory,  and  there  remained 
an  estrangement,  though  not  a  complete  separation,  between  him  and  the 
Meeting.

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A  consequence  of  this  was,  that  at  their  deatlis,  ncitlicr  he  nor  his  wife 
was  inteiTcd  in  the  Concord  buryint;  ground;  but  were  both  hiid  in  their 
own  land,  a  few  liunch'ed  yards  east  of  their  cal)in.  This  spot  was  kept 
under  separate  fence  until  iSiO,  when  it  became  merged  in  tiie  adjacent 
field. 

]n  the  year  1697  William  made  over  all  his  real  estate  to  his  son, 
providing  for  a  maintenrmce  for  himself  and  wife/'' 

Two  years  aftei-ward,  in  the  spring  of  1699,  his  wife  died.  On  this 
occasion  he  ilrew  u[)  a  "  Testimou)' "  to  her  life  and  character.  Written 
when  he  was  scvent)^  years  of  age,  it  s[-)ealv's  as  well  for  liis  cultix'ation  as 
for  her  estimable  disposition.  The  original  manuscript  descended  by 
his  grandson  l^Ahvard,  to  Edward's  grandson  William,  who  copied  it 
2  mo.  1,  1.^17.  I'^rom  this  C()[)}',  now,  or  late,  in  the  possessi(:m  of 
lienjamin  Hoo[)es,  near  West  Chester,  son-in-law  of  IvJward,  the 
following  transcrijjt  is  taken  : —

.She  was  I)orn  in  the  year  nne  th(uis,uid  six  hundred  and  thirty-fi\'C, 
and  d\'eil  in  the  veai'  one  thousand  six  luuidretl  and  mnet_\'-nine. 

Ilei-  l''fither's  name  was  ]C(J\vai-d  Hagley,  a  man  ol  good  account  as  to 
worldl)'  Rank',  lie  dyed  some  fift)'  )'ears  ag(^.  Her  mother  became  a 
Friend,  and  so  continued  until  her  death.  She  remayned  a  Widow  all 
her  J3ayes,  which  was  some  thirty  years  after  her  husband's  decease. 

My  ]J)ear  Wife  was  one  that  did  fear  tlie  Lord  from  her  young  and 
tender  years  upward.  y\bout  three  years  l^efore  she  became  m)'  wife, 
she  walked  in  .Society  and  Unit}'  with  the  IV-ople  of  Cod,  and  this  is  the

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fortieth  year  since  we  were  married.  She  loved  the  trutli  L;-reatly,  and 
was  beloved  of  tlie  Lord  and  liis  Peoi)le,  and  williiv^ly  receivetl  the 
Iruth  h'oni  the  first  l'ul)Iis]iers  of  it  in  those  ila\'s.  Slie  has  been  a  ver\' 
faitlifull,  k)vinf;-  Wife,  and  a  tender  Mother  to  our  children.  In  the 
Neii^hborhood  we  lived  in  she  did  much  j^ood  to  poor  ])eo|)le,  \'ei-\' 
pitifully,  and  had  their  <^-ood  Word  and  Prayers.  As  she  was  mucli 
beloved  in  Old  bhij^land  by  most  pe<)ple  who  knew  her,  so  slie  contimied 
to  be  in  these  parts  of  the  World.  She  was  niucli  attended  with 
\veal<ness  of  l^ody. 

Upon  the  hrst  day  of  the  week,  durinc^^  her  last  sickness,  it  beiuL^'  the 
day  before  she  dyed,  there  came  many  I'h-jends  to  see  her,  and  after  tlie 
Meeting  she  was  very  weak,  but  in  great  clearness  did  speak  nuicli  to 
l^'riends  tliat  da\'.  There  came  into  her  remembrance  a  little  I'.ipei', 
given  forth  bv'  (ieorge  l<'o.\,  alnuit  foil}'  x'eaivs  ago,  against  strife  and 
contention,  and  she  desired  ]'h"iends  to  live  in  Unity  and  the  ISond  nl' 
lY-ace. 

She  tlien  stretched  out  her  hand  to  me  and  saitl — "  M\'  pooi"  1  fusband." 

I  asked  her  if  she  was  willing  to  dye  and  leave  me. 

.She  said  she  was  very  willing  to  dyv,  and  spak'e  to  our  chiUlren  to  be 
loving  t(j  their  poor  J'^fither. 

A  little  before  she  d)'ed,  we  th(^ught  she  wouhl  speak  no  moi-e,  but  she 
arised,  and  again  spake,  and  said — "  ]^e  valiant  for  the  Truth."  .After 
that  a  Friend  nearest  her  asked  her  how  she  ditl.  She  said — "Near  m\- 
departui'e  ;   my  spirit  is  retuiming  to  Uiod  who  gave  it." 

Last  of  all  she  said — "Lord,  come  (|ui("kl\'."  We  could  understand 
no  more  that  sIk'  spake,  aiul  she  soon  alter  drpai'ted  in  gre.it    l'e<ice. 

h'rancis  Howeter,  I'disabeth  1  larlau,  and  1  mysell  were  with  her  a\  hen 
she  departed.

William  survived  this  loss  somewhat  more  than  a  year,  but  the  precise 
date  of  his  death  is  not  recorded.  His  will  was  proved  Decembei',  I/OO, 
in  the  office  of  the  Registrar-Cieneral  of  the  Province,  in  Philadel[)hia,  no 
Registry  of  Wills  existing  in  Chester  Count}' before  1714.  It  \\'as  drawn 
June,  1699.      It  is  still  preserved   in  the  office  of  the  Ivcgistrar  of  Wills, 
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Philadelphia.     The  sio-nature   is  firm  and  clear,  and   tlie  seal   is 
bearinc^  the  device  of  a  lion  rampant  {see  J^aj^e  2j).     He  bequeaths  i^ioo 
to  each  of  his  three  daughters. 

As  mentioned  above,  William's  three  daii;^hters  remained  in  hjij^land 
after  his  departure  for  y\merica.  A  few  months  subsequently,  June  I  S, 
1684,  the  eldest,  Ann,  was  united  in  marriaj^e  to  John  Heiinett,  of  ( )\'ci-by, 
Worcestershire,  at  a  meetiuL;  at  Stour])ridi;e.  AmoiiL;-  the  witnesses  was 
lier  sister  l^Iizabeth.  The  paii"  miL^ratcd  to  the  colon)'  of  Penn,  prolxil)l\- 
in  16.S5,  and  settled  upon  a  portion  of  the  patent  taken  up  by  William 
Brinton.  In  1695  he  deeded  them  one  hniuli-ed  acres,  and  in  1696 
Bennett  increased  his  holding;'  by  the  purchase  of  five  lunulred  acres  in 
Birmin<^ham,  from  John  Jones  {see  A////^).  The  house  he  ei-ected  (al-»out 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  west  of  the  present  villa_<;"e  of  Dilworthtown)  was 
standing;  till  1S2'').  lie  was  a  member  of  the  I'ro\incial  Assembl)'  in 
1703  and  1705.      His  descendants  are  still  f  nmd  in  the  vicinit\'. 

The  N'oun^est  tlauj^htei',  l'>tlu'r,  also  man-ied  in  IjvjTmd,  to  John 
Willis,  and  came  to  America.  Her  husband  ])urchased,  in  1692,  two 
hundi-ed  and  fiftN'  acres  of  land  in  BirmiiiLiharn,  adjoiniuL;'  William's 
patent  to  the  noith.  In  1705  he  tc>ok  out  a  [\itent  for  lour  huiuhed 
acres  in  Thornbuiy,  a  townshi])  ^o  nametl  b\'  Caleb  I'erce  (Pierce,  Pearce), 
of  Winscom,  Somersett,  after  his  wife's  nati\'e  place,  Thornbiu-y,  Glouces- 
tershire. The  male  line  became  extinct  in  the  third  generation,  with  the 
death  of  John  Willis,  grandson  of  the  husljand  of  P^sther. 

The  remaining-  daughter,  h'li/.abeth,  probal)ly  came  to  /Vmerica  in  16X5. 
Her  marriaf^e  with  Ilu^h  Harris,  or  Ilari}',  tot)k  place  at  Chichester 
Meetin*;',  Mai'ch  l,  i6,S6.  His  resitk-nce  w.is  a  shoit  distance  east  of 
Dilworthtown.      He  died  in   170S,  without   male  issue. 
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The  wife  of  William's  son  William,  Jean  (or  Jane)  Thatclier,  was 
daughter  of  Richard  Thatcher,  who,  with  his  wife,  two  sons,  and  several 
daui^iiters,  located  a  pati/nt  west  of  the  elder  William,  antl  adjoinini;  it. 
After  his  niarria^i^e  he  ceuitinued  to  live  in  the  cabin  with  his  father, 
rentini;-  from  him  the  fii-m  until  \(>fj/,  when  it  was  conve)'ed  to  him  by 
dvfd  of  ;^ift.  lie  was  also  part  (.nvner  of  a  Lyrist  mill  at  Concord.  After 
his  fither's  death  he  built  himself  a  stone  house,  which  is  still  standing, 
a  fourth  of  a  mile  south  of  Dilworthtown,  east  of  the  \Vilmini;ton  Road. 
It  remained  with  little  alteration  until  a  few  \'ears  past.  The  walls 
were  thick,  the  roof  steep,  and  the  windows  small,  with  leaden  sashes. 
I'ainted  on  the  plasterin^^  of  the  west  ^^able  were  the  date  of  construction 
imd  initials  of  the  Ijuilder  ami  his  wife. 


In  1714  and  ]~2]  William  was  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Assembly; 
anil  in  1721,  when  nirnu'ni;ham  Meetini,^  House  was  erected,  he  was  one 
of  the  trustees  of  the  title. 

His  wife  was  a  hi;_;hly-esteemed  member  of  the  Society  of  h^riends. 
When  she  was  fifty-four  \'ears  o(  di^c  she  accompanied  a  well-known 
"  public  friend  "  of  that  day,  h'dizabeth  Webb,  on  a  visit  to  members  of 
the  Society  in  Mew  hhi'^ianil — then  a  formidable  undertakini,^ — as  we 
may  see  from  the  foUowini;-  extract  from  a  letter  from  Elizabeth  to  Jean's 
eldest  son  : —

Mv  Dear  I'^riend 

Joseph  I^rixtox: — 

I'licsc  Lav  lines  conic  to  let  thcc  and  the  rest  of  our  friends  hcare  of 
c^ur  safe  ai-i\-al  at  this  tmvn,  tliro  the  i;reat  niercy  of  our  j^'racious  God, 
wliosc  i;ood  presence  hath  been  witli  us,  and  hath  borne  up  our  spirits 
in  our  liard  tra\'els.  And  thy  mother  Iiath  become  very  coragious  in 
rithiiL;"  lliri)  d<'e[)  waters,  and  over  rocky  mountains,  beyond  what  I  could 
expect.  Slice  sa\-s  fear  is  taken  away  from  her,  and  that  slice  is  b'M'iie 
up  by  a  secret  hand.  '''  '''  ''•' 


The  dates  of  Jean's  birth  and  tleath  .arc  g'ivcn  respectively  as  lo  mo.

In  IZ.'iiJ  he  was  aiipointed  hy  Thomas  renii,  yrandson  of  William 
renii,  lo  iin'cstiu'alc  an  alli'Ljcc]  c(ins|iiraey  on  the  part  of  the  governor  of  Lord  1  >ela\\  are's 
Settlement,  I o  .seize  some  id'  I'cnn's  lands  ami  dis|iossess  the  settlers.-  lie  was  truste(!  of  the 
title  to  nirniinj^ham  jMeetinj,^  a  freqnent  rejiresmiiative  to  Ihe  I'hiladeljihia  Yearly  Meetiri!.'', 
and  visit(Ml  I'dnshiiii,',  Long  Island,  and  other,  then  distani,  jioints,  in  the  interests  of  the  Sociely, 
lie  and  liis  hrother  Ivlward  married  sisters,  dauf,diters  of  (li'or-e  l'eirce,of  W'insconi,  Somerset, 
whose  wife  \vas  of  Thornhury,  near  i!rist<d,  Mmjland.  Thornhiiry  Township  was  named  from 
her  liirth]daee.  Joseph's  wife  Mary  was  horn  in  the  ''ohmy,  in  \i\'.n}.  The  I'eirces  were 
characteri/.ed  hy  li'^dit  hair,  fair  coniidexinn,  hinish  eyes,  slender  liL,'iire,  and  close  disposition; 
^V'illiam  llrinlon  and  his  sdus  were  (if  nicdinni  IieiLjhl,  slont  figures,  dark  hair,  eyes  and 
coni])lcxioii,  and  of  opi'ii  inaniier.s.  As  from  Joseph  and  Ivlwani  most  of  the  name  have 
deseendeil,  the  <dd  peo]ile  who  knew  lln'  t\\(j  families  were  hjiii,'  acenstonied  to  ])oint  out  the 
predominaneo  ivf  mii^  or  the  ofhei-  strongly  I'ontrasted  family  traits  in  llieir  descendants.
